MARTIN IS HOPEFUL 


GOVERNOR APPROVES BILL 


Measure of Mr. Martin to Increase 
Fertilizer Tax From 10 to 20 
Cents Now Pending Before 
Agricultural Committee 
of Senate—Schools 
Face Crisis.

The dramatic climax which has come 
in Georgia's great campaign for sclien- 
tific agricultural education, a campaign 
which is of vital interest to three- 
fourths of the children of the state, en- 
grossed the attention of the state’s law- 
makers yesterday more than any meas- 
ure before either body, 

The problem of what to do to enable 
the State College of Agriculture, at 
Athens, and the eleven district agri- 
cultural schools, to carry out the work 
for which they were organized, will 
come before the senate at an early date. 
It will come in the shape of a bill by 
Mr. Martin, of Ebbert, which passed 
the house at the last session. Mr. Mar- 
tin is chairman of the agricultural com- 
mittee of the house. 

The measure is now before the 
mittee on agriculture of the senate, 
it is possible a favorable report 
be made next week. 

The matter will be taken 
posed of at this session, 
of the agricultural schools in the 
lature view it as the only possible solu- 
tion of the vexed question which now 
<onfronts the state. 

It is the only alternative, for the rea- 
son that the state is not allowed to issue 
bonds for any purpose. Any additionat 
money over and above that secured by 
direct taxation must be borrowed by 
the governor. His borrowing capacitv 
is limited to $200,000, and this money 
can only be secured to meet casual de- 
ficiencies. 

The governor has already borrowed 
this year the full amount allowed by 
law. 

Governor Favors the Martin Bill. 

In his message read fn the two houses 
this week, Governor Hoke Smith advo- 
cates giving to each of the eleven dis- 
trict agricultural schools the sum of 
$10,000 for maintenance. The governor 
believes if these schools are properly 
sustained they will prove as great a 
blessing to the state as similar schools 
have in other states. 

Governor Hoke Smith has 
advocated the increase in the 
tag tax. He stated a few days ago that 
he saw 
viding for the maintenance 
schools next year. 

On. both sides of the capitol it was 
held by many that in view of the finan- 
cial difficulties confronting the state 
the only solution is that urged by the 
governor and provided for in the bill of 
Mr. Martin.

Then the sime 
ple burial] service of the Presbyterian 
church was read, and before the last 
of the carriages in the cortege had 
driven up to the path leading to the - 
burial place, the benediction had been 
pronounced and the members of the 
family, President Roosevelt and others 
who had gathered about the grave, were 
leaving the cemetery. Many of the 
personal. friends of the dead statesman 
lingered about the spot which was to 
mark his Jast resting place, and each 
in turn was permitted to cast a shovel- 
ful of earth into the grave. 

Services Very Simple. 


Agreeable to the wishes of Mrs. Clevee 
land, the services both at the house and 
at the cemetery were of the simplest 
character. An i{nvocation, scriptural 
reading, a brief prayer and the reading 
of a William Wordsworth poem, “Char- 
acter of the Happy Warrior,’’ consti-+ 
tuted the services at the house, while 
the reading of the burial service at the 
grave was brief and impressive. 

Although the funeral was of a strict- 
ly private nature, those in attendance 
numbered many distinguished citizens, 
including President Roosevelt, Govr- 
ernors Fort, of New Jersey; Hughes, of = 
New York; Hoke Smith, of Georgia; 
former members of President Clevé- 
land’s cabinet: officlals of the Equita- 
ble Life Assurance Society, members of 
the Princeton university faculty and 
friends and neighbors. 

Mr. Cleveland was buried with all the 
simplicity and privacy that he himselg 
wished as a private citizen rather than 
as the former chief executive of the 
nation. 

The President Arrives. 


President Roosevelt arrived at 4:38 p, 
m., and was met at the station by Gove 
ernor Fort. The president, Governor 
Fort and Secretarv Loeb were driven 
at once to Westland. Upon his arrival 
at the house the president went to Mrs, 
Cleveland, offering his sympathy and 
expressing keen regret at Mr. Clevé- 
land’s death. 

The president then returned to the 

reception room, whtere the body had 
been. removed in the afternoon from 
the room on the second floor, in which 
Mr. Cleveland @led. 
A few minutes later the four clergy- 
men who oOfficiated came down the 
stairs to the hall leading to the recep- 
tion room, followed by Mrs. Cleveland 
and the, children, Esther and Richard. 
As they appeared upon the landing, ac- 
companied by wr. Joseph D. Bryant, the 
whole company rose, and remained 
standing throughout the services. 

Mrs. Cleveland was gowned in black, 
and wore a becoming hat with a short

How to See It.

has been found that the best 
material to use in viewing the 
eclipse is a photograph plate, 
of course one that has been 
through the process of deve!l- 
opment. It is said by those ex- 
perienced in these lines that 
the photo ‘plates have just 
about enough of the dark shade 
on them to make the eclipse 
very plain. The old smoked 
glass, however, is as good as 
ever, but the above suggestion 
is made for those who will be 
able to take the benefit of it.

Sunday morning an eclipse will take 
place, which will be visible in Atlanta. 
of the sun, and’ is 
termed ‘‘annular,’’ because of the ring 
shaped appearance it takes. The ring, 
however, will not be seen in this city, 
but the crescent shape. 

In regard to the eclipse, upon the 
Solicitation of The Constitution, Judge 
George Hillyer, of the Georgia railroad 
who is and has been rec- 
ognized many years as an author- 
ity on astronomy, gave out the state- 
ment below. It explains in detail at 
what the citizens of Atlanta may 
expect the eclipse, and wnat 
shape wil] take during the 
movements of the moon in front of it. 

Judge Hillyer said: 

Eclipse Will Be 
ask me, I take.pleasure in 
stating that the eclipse ‘will occur at 
the time stated. Details sufficient for 
practical purposes can be obtained from 
almost any ordinary almanac. 

“The approaching eclipse will be what 
is called annular, that is, the sun will 
appear in a ring, but this will not be 
the case in Atlanta. The center of the 
eclipse will pass over southern Forida, 
about the neighborhood of Tampa. 
There the sun will appear in a ring, 
but here only about four-fifths of the 
sun's disc will be obscured at a time 
when the eclipse is greatest. 

“First contact, as it is called, will 
occur at 8:15. The middle of the eclipse 
will be at 9:44, and the eclipse will end 
at 11:31.-Although the eclipse is not 
total, it is so nearly so as to mak the 
occasion very interesting and it is un- 
fortunate that it occurs just at church 
time, but any who wish to observe it 
by providing themselves beforehand 
with a piece of smoked glass can look 
at it and watch its progress if the sky 
is clear without any other or more ex- 
tensive apparatus.

“The next total eclipse occurring in 
the United States will be ih 1918, on the 
Sth of June, and the center of totality 
will cover a scope of country extending 
from Oregon to Florida. So that persons 
who have curiosity, or who take an in- 
terest in the subject, had best embrace 
the present opportunity of looking at a 
veny extended eclipse, as they will not 
get another such opportunity in ten 
years’ time. 

“In regard to the great eclipse of 
1865-66, above mentioned, I would re 
mark that at that time none of the col- 
leges or universities in the south were 
in operation, and there were no govern- 
ment signal gtations, except possibly a 
few connected with the any, and so 
it was that this eclipse did not attract 
attention of persons of learning, except 
possibly to a very limited extent out- 
side of the south, and no record seems 
to have been kept of it. When the next 
great eciipse occurred, in 1900, one of 
the northern universities, I forgot now 
which, published a list of noted eclipses 
that had occurred in a number of years, 
possibly a century or more, and totally 
omitted any mention of the eclipse here 
referred to of 186§-66. This was because 
none of them sew it, and they had 
rather cut out the south apparently 
from thought and observation in any 
other connection but matters arising 
out of the war. I wrote an article in 
The Constitution caHing attention to 
this omission and giving data and facts 
connected ‘with it, which was accepted 
by those who had prepared data and 
statistics on the subject, and a correc- 
tion was made and will doubtiess now 
be found in most of the lists that have 
been prepared. The Constitution stated 
at the time that but for this correction 
made through its columns possibly 
eclipse might have been forgotten or 
lost from scientific annals. 

“But I fear I am making this reply 
too long, and merely now 
songs of conteniplative natures to 
advamtage of this opportunity.”’

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WAR ON RATS IN ST. LOUIS. 


Will Spread Disease to Exterminate 
the Rodents. 


St. Louis, June 26.—Assistant Health 
Commissioner Winn announced last night 
that on Monday he will begin a crusade 
which he expects will exterminate rats 
in St. Louis. He has discovered a new 
virus which he believes will eradicate 
the pests. Rats from several parts 
of the city will be inoculated with the 
virus and if his theory works, he says, 
within a few months rodents will be un- 
known in the city.

LITTLE DEMAND 
FOR THE STOCKS 


Market Was Almost Stagnant 
During Day, 


Clesing of Session at 1 O'Clock in 
Honor of Grover Cleveland Was 
One of the Causes of Apa- 
thy—The Fluctuations 
Were Narrow. 


New York, June 26.—The decision to 
pay tribute to the memory of ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland by ending the stock 
exchange session at | o’clock today 
served to further curtail the already 
Shrunken proportions of the dealings 
in stocks. The session was insignificant 
in @very way. Fluctuations in prices 
were little calculated to stir the mar- 
ket from its apathy. The redundant 
condition of the ‘money market gives 
promise of being increasefl by the week's 
continued inflow of cash to New York 
and borrowing terms are sc easy as to 
offer no urgency to hoklers securities 
to realize on them. At the same time 
demand for securities is well night 
stagnant. The market in consequence is 
almost deadlocked. There was some 
quiet buying today, which was attrib- 
uted to the further 
cheerful views expressed by J. P. Mor- 
San yesterday before returning to Eu- 
rope. Cessation of the pressure against 
the Rock Island issues relieved’ the 
market from a depressing factor and 
contributed to the firmer tone. The only 
semblance of activity occurred just at 
the close, when prices enjoyed am up- 
lift that placed half a dozen of the 
leaders a point or more over last night’s 
level. While no effect was produced on 
the stock markét. the rates for time 
loans were quotably higher today and a 
renewed advance im foreign exchange 
rates suggested a possible recurregce 
of the outward Mow of gold. Eaecsontns 
rates at Berlin. however. were lower 
today, that being the principal source 
of expected demand on us for gold. The 
inference is that Berlin’s preparation 
for the semi-annual settlements is com- 
pleted. The new trust companies are 
withdrawing from the banks the amount 
made obligatory upon them hy the law 
on July Ist. This will call for an 
amount estimated at $20,000,000, 
this may account for the 
firmer tone of the money market. After 
July Ist, the show of ‘firmness in the 
money market is expected to relax 
again.

Chicago, June 26.—Mhe iocal grain 
markets were weak today, owing to 
favorable weather in tne United States 
for the new crop. At the close wheat 
for July delivery was of 3-8. Corn 
Was down 5-8. Oats were 3-8 lower 
and provisions were unchanged to 
2 i-2c higher. 

The wheat market was weak all day 
and the volume-of trade was small. 
The ideal weather for harvesting was 
again the dominating infiuence. Like- 
linood that the movement of the new 
crop, which hes already begun in the 
southwest, will probably attain Lberal 
proportions within the next two weeks, 
heiped to depress prices. Support from 
leading bulls prevented a serious de- 
cline. The market closed weak. July 
opened |-8@i|-4 lower at 85 1-5 to 
85 3-8. deciined to 84 3-4 and closed at 
84 7-8G8S«. ‘Clearances of wheat and 
flour were equal to 195,500 bushels. 
Minneapolis, Duluth and Chicago re- 
ported receipts of 231 cars, against 138 
last week and 382 a year ago. 

The corn market was weak the en- 
tire seasion, owing to renewed liquida- 
tien of the July delivery by some of 
the leading holders. The favorable 
weather conditions and the heaviness 
of wheat prompted the selling. The 
market closed weak at almost the low- 
est point. July opened |-4 to 3-4 
lower at 67 1!-2 to 66c, held within 
that range. and closed at 67 5-8. Lo- 
cal receipts 337 cars, !4 of contract 
grade. 

Oats were weak the greater part of 
the day in sympathy with other grain.

to make them happier and more con- 
tented with farm life. I want them to 
have the advantages of that scientific 
education which wi.i enable them to 
mix brains with fertilizers.”’ 

Mr. Martin has studied this question 
of agricultural education in tts every 
phase. He knows it from the stand- 
point of the man who has plowed, for 
he has made a success as. a farmer. 
He knows ft from the standpoint of the 
college professors at Cornell and at the 
University of Wisconsin, for he.has 
talked with instructors and studied the 
methods at both these places. 


| Never Saw a College in His Youth. 


“Tl never saw inside a college until 
after | was married,’ declared Mr. Mar- 
tin yesterday, “but I know that educa- 
tion is what our boys need.”’ 

The bill introduced by Mr. Martin 
provides for an increase in the tax on 
fertilizers from #0 cents.a ton to 20 
cents a ton. 

In all other states in this territory, 
the tax is from 25 cents to 3 cents. 

This tax is paid by the manufacturers 
of fertilizers, 

Mr. Martin holds that practically the 
whole business of making and selling 
fertilizers ig conducted on a uniform 
basis which provides for equalizing 
freight and tariff charges, just as it 
equalizes the tax assessed in different 
States on its product. The average of 
this tax is estimated at 25 cents. In 
other words, that is the emount of tax 
on which the manufacturer figures in 
calculating his s@lling price, which Is 
uniform everywhere. 

To illustrate: The man living in EFl- 
berton is quoted the same price on 
fertiligvers as the man in Fort Valley; 
the farmer at Milltown has to pay the 
same price as the farmet at Carroll- 
ton. The freight rate on a ton of fer- 
tUlizers may vary greatly, but the price 
to the consumer js the same. The 
companies which control this business 
make this rule for the sake of uni- 
formity. They make a larger profit on 
some shipments of fertilizers than on 
others, but on the whole they make an 
adequate profit. Departures from tais 
rule may be made for various reasons 
which exist in any business, bgt in 
practically every instance the price 
made to the farmer covers delivery at 
his station. 

Also the price that now controls in 
Georgia, with a lower tax. is the same 
that is fixed for the states wiih a 
higher tax. 

Just as the price made on fertilizers 
covers the freight, so does it cover the 
tag tax fixed by the state. -So the con- 
Sumer does not pay the tax. 
Misapprehension in the Minds of 

Farmers. 


of my bill,” 

“will be to force the manufac- 
of fertilizers to pay into the 
state 15 cents more on each ton of fer- 
tilizers. Heretofore this money has 
been going into their pockets. In fix- 
ing their price for the southeastern 
states, they have figured on an average 
tax of 25 cents. I know from personal 
experience that they have refused to 
allow Georgians the difference eons in 
the 10 cents they pay here for tag taxes 
and the 35 cents they pay in other 
states. 

“The department of agriculture esti- 
mated that last year nearly 800,000 
tons of commercial fertilizers were sold 
in Georgia. On this the tag tax 
amounted to nearly $80,000. The pro- 
ceeds of this tax went to pay the ex- 
penses of the agricultural department. 
The residue of the amount, some $30,- 
000, was appropriated to the district 
agricultural schools. If my bill be- 
comes a law, about $120,000 a year ad- 
ditional will be available for the cause 
of agricultural education in Georgia.”’ 

At this point Mr. Martin was asked 
if he anticipated an increase in the 
price of fertilizers if this tag tax was 
increased. 

“T have no idea that it will be,’ he 
replied. ‘‘The price is practically ywni- 
form throughout the southeastern 
states. It is based upon an average of 
25 cents a ton and I have good reason 
believe no increase is contemplaled 
in the event Georgia raises the tax to 
that charged in other states. 

“When our people understand this, 
when they realize that this tax will 
be paid by the manufacturer and not 
by the consumer, so far as Georgia is 
concerned, they will wonder how they 
ever could have opposed this plan. 

“We are now waging a crusade [to 
place this measure before the people in 
its true light. When they have examined 
it, they will accept it. Where you find 
poverty, there you invariably find ig- 
norance: where you find poverty and 
ignorance, you find prejudice. It is to 
drive out prejudice that the friends of 
the agricultural schools are now work- 
ing for. When we have done that, the 
work of the schools will drive out ig- 
norance, and when that banished 
poverty on the farm will be banished. 
Education in the Science of Agri- 
culture. 


“In fighting for these agricultural 
schools, I am fighting to give an educa- 
tion that will equip farmers, If the son

Senator Camp, who spokKe against 
the bill on Thursday, stated that he 
was laboring under a misapprehension 
then, and that he was willing that the 
measure be reconsidered. 

Senator Felder, for more than one- 
half hour, argued against the motion 
to reconsider, contending that the 
salaries of the judges should not be 
increased at this time, and that the 
senate should not be ashamed to go 
On record as opposing the bill to in- 
crease. ’ 

Senator Taylor, of the thirty-eighth, 
interrupted Senator Felder and asked 
if he was so anxious to curtail ex- 
pense, would he not be willing to cut 
off certain members of the railroag 
commission and do away with the 
special attorney? This question caused 
Senator Felder to discuss the railroad 
commission bill, entering somewhat in- 
to a defense of the administration 
measure. 

Senator Martin asked: “Will you be 
willing to draft a bill doing away with 
these unnecessary officers?” 

Senator ‘Felder continued his 
ment opposed to reconsidering. 

Senator Stephens, of the first district, 
inquired: ‘‘What about the special at- 
torney for the Western and Atlantic 
railroad?” Senator Felder replied: ‘I 
do not know anything about this: he will 
not be paid out of the treasury.” 

Senator Knight, of the sixth, spoke in 
favor of reconsidering the measure. He 
contended that while the senate might 
express their opposition to the measure, 
that the bill should not be absolutely 
killed by this senate. He thought that 
the senate, under the new administra- 
tion, should be permitted to act on the 
bill. He spoke in approving language 
of the new platform of the democratic 
party relative to the reduction of appro- 
priations. 

Senator Felder asked if the new law 
which iwas passed recently increasing 
the salaries from $3,000 to $4,000 should 
not stand for a while on trial before 
an additional increase was added. Sen- 
ator Knight again stated that, regard- 
less of his position on the merits of 
the bill, he thought that the senate 
should not take the responsibility of 
killing the measure. 

Opposed to Increases. 


Senator Taylor next spoke, and in ho 
uncertain language explained his post- 
tion as being opposed to increase in sal- 
aries or offices. Said he: ‘‘The people 
of Georgia have spoken im thundering 
tones of the extravagance of the present 
administration. 

“You may speak of the decrease if 
revenue caused by the prohibition Dill, 
but more than $560,000 additional expen- 
diture has been made by the present 
administration, and the great prohibition 
measure has given general satisfaction 
throughout the state. I am opposed to 
the measure, as at present advised,” 
said the senator, “‘but we should re- 
consider in order to have an opportunity 
of studying the measure.” 

Said he: ‘| heartily indorse the great 
democratic platform which cuts off all 
sinecures and unnecessary officers. | 
will go hand in hand with the senator 
from the twenty-second to cut off the 
special attorney for the railroad com- 
mission, and to permit Colonel John Hart 
to act as attorney.”’ 

Other senators who spoke in favor of 
reconsidering were Senators Felts, Mar- 
tin, Deen and Overstreet. Senator 
Hayes spoke agaimst the bill and against 
reconsidering unless the measure :would 
be brought up and killed at some future 
time.

a constitutiona; amendment. 

If the present limit of 5 mills fs taken 
off and the state legislature permitted, 
at its discretion, to increase the tax 
rate of 6 milis, that will prove a solu- 
tion of the present difficulty.
